Long Island Home Looted by 
Burglar; No Tangible 
Clue Found. 


NEW YORK, June 24.—(7)—Resi- 
dente of Long Island’s exclusive North 
Shore guarded their jewel boxes to- 
night following a 3400.000 burglary 
at the palatial country home of Wil- 
liam Roberton Coe, sportsman and 
capitalist. 

Coe told police he awoke this morn- 
ing to find a prowler had stripped his 
own and his wife’s bedroom of jewel- 
ry and other valuables during the 
night. The loot, all of which was in- 
sured, included a pearl necklace val- 
ued by Coe at $300,000. 

District Attorney Martin W. Little- 
'ton and Police Inspector Harold R. 
Ring questioned 41 persons employed 
| on the Coe etate, including nine house 
| servants, without obtaining a tangible 
clue. They expressed a conviction it 
| Was not an “inside job.” 

Inspector King said the burglar, ap- 
parently working alone, had eluded 
private watchmen and gained the roof 
of a porch outside Goe’s bedroom 
window by scaling a 30-foot concrete 
pillar. Once on the roof, the invader 
cut a hole through a sereen door and 
entered the rooms where Mr. and Mrs. 
Coe were sleeping. 

Without awakening the occupants, 
he ransacked both of their rooms. All 
of the jewelry, including the pearl 
necklace, a smaller necklace valued at 
$38,000, a diamond ring also valued at 
$38,000, and a $28,000 diamond and 
platinum wedding ring, wasc taken 
'from a dresser drawer, where it had 


_| been packed in two silk bags. 


From Coe’s room the prowler took 
$625 in cash, a $500 gold clock, and a 
$300 cigaret case.

4 Former Senator Seeks Place 


. Held by Deen in 8th 
District. 


ALMA, Ga., June 24.—Andrew J. 
Tuten, clerk of the state senate dur- 
ing the last session, and former sena- 
tor from the fortieth district, today 
announced his candidacy for congress 
from the eighth district. 


Braswell Deen, of Alma, is the pres- 
ent congressman from this district. 

Tuten, who is a native of Pierce 
county, is a graduate of the Douglas 
Normal College and of Mercer Uni- 
versity. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1917, and served in the navy during 
the World War, and was later judge 
of the city court of Alma and served 
as state senator from 1933 to 1935, 
being a member of several important 
committees.

Announces Candidacy. 


His announcement follows: 

“Upon the solicitation of many friends 
from every county in the eighth congression- 
al district and after careful consideration, 
I announce my candidacy for congress be- 
lieving that a candidate who has been elect- 
ed upon a specific platform or upon solemn 
promises, has a direct mandate from the 
people, and when so elected, he should keep 
faith with the people and abide by such 
platform and promises which should be held 
sacred by him. The great party off our 
fathers, the democratic party, which has 
been in power for the last four years should 
have enabled any true democratic son of the 
south to dot every ‘‘i’* ‘and cross every ‘‘t’’ 
in his platform and fulfill his solemn 
pledges.

RITES HELD AT ROME 


FOR DROWNING VICTIM 


ROME, Ga., June 24.—The fu- 
neral of James Dougherty, 12, who 
was drowned in the Etowah river 
Monday while in swimming with sev- 
eral young friends, was held this aft- 
ernoon from the esidence of his 
aunt, Mrs. Vera Thacker, at 12.

A man identified as “Toshio Miyazaki, 
a lieutenant commander in the Japa- 
nese navy,’ and a former petty of- 
ficer in the United States navy were 
indicted by the federal grand jury to- 
day on charges of conspiring to vio- 
late the espionage act. 

The other man indicted was Harry 
Thomas Thompson, formerly of the 
United States navy — 

Action of the grand jury climaxed 
a long and intensive investigation. , 

Naval authorities said they believed 
Miyazaki is now ‘vy the orient. Thomp- 
son is serving a county jail sentence 
here following his conviction on 
charges of illega!ly wearing a naval 
uniform. 

The indictment was returned before 
Federal Judge Leon R. Yankwich. He 
set bond at $10,000 each. 

Department of Justice Agents, naval 
intelligence officers and deputy United 
States marshals were provided with 
warrants for the arrest of Miyazaki.

“WITHOUT HOPE” 

In the diatribe against President 
Roosevelt and the policies of the 
New Deal addressed to the dele- 
gates of the Philadelphia conven- 
tion by the group of democratic 
dissenters headed by former Gov- 
ernor Al Smith, the delegates were 
warned that “you must do away 
with conditions under which 20,- 
000,000 Americans are on the 
dole, with nothing to hope for un- 
der present rulers except a con- 
tinuance of that condition of semi- 
servility.” 

This statement is so in conflict 
with the facts concerning unem- 
ployment now and when the Roose- 
velt administration took over the 
reins of government that it is dif- 
ficult to believe it comes from so 
politically astute leaders as those 
associated with Governor Smith in 
his last-minute attack on the 
party’s leadership. 

In March, 1933, there were be- 
tween sixteen and seventeen mil- 
lion unemployed, most of whom 
were on the dole and in bread 
Hines. In the past three years, per- 
manent Jobs have been re-created 
in industry and trade for more than 
§,000,000 of these unemployed, 
and other millions have been fur- 
nished with work on government- 
sponsored projects. The dole has 
been abolished.

AN EXAMPLE FOR GEORGIA 

In. the season just closing the 
Rio Grande garden section of Texas 
supplied the nation with 31,233 
carloads of vegetables and citrus 
fruits, the financial return being in 
the neighborhood of $15,000,000. 

Forty years ago this was one of 
the barren spots of the United 
States, now it is one of the richest, 
and those riches have come from 
the production of beans, tomatoes, 
potatoes, cabbage, onions and other 
vegetables, together with 7,213 cars 
of grapefruit, oranges and kindred 
fruits. . 

They raise cotton out in Texas, 
just as we do here in Georgia, but 
the farmers in this particular sec- 
tion specialize in vegetable produc- 
tion, and what cotton is raised is 
a side crop. 

A large section of south Georgia 
can produce “‘out-of-season” vege- 
tables when the prices are high, and 
this part of the country is much 
nearer the great northern markets 
than the tip end of Texas. 

The introduction of fast freight 

transportation by both rail and 
truck lines should give the produc- 
tion of vegetables and fruits in this 
state a great market impetus. The 
numerous farmers’ markets pro- 
vide places to dispose of small 
quantities, provided they are graded 
and packed properly, and there is 
now no valid reason why the farm- 
ers of Georgia should not produce 
all the vegetables and fruits re- 
quired by its citizens and gradually 
develop an export business that will 
add greatly to their incomes. 
The cities of Georgia are im- 
porting vegetables from Texas, Ari- 
zona and California that should be 
produced somewhere in Georgia.

toward Japan, which has begun an- 
other campaign of penetration and ex- 
tension. On the principle of the con- 
stantly expanding market, without 
which the present Japanese economic 
structure must break down, the pene- 
tration of North China has become 
inevitable, the more since ‘Manchuria 
represents a disappointment and the 
industrial trusts reproach the army 
with having pursued purely strategical 
aims in that part of the world. Japan 
is not looking for empty lands to set- 
tle. Japan is looking for lands teem- 
ing with people who cana take its 
manufactured articles. That is why 
Tokyo is slowly and systematically un- 
dermining British and American influ- 
ence in China and capturing that huge 
market. For a time it looked that 
Japan would attack the soviet union. 
This idea has been abandoned for the 
moment. No move in the direction of 
Siberia is likely to be made until Herr 
Hitler is ready to attack Russia from 
the other side, which will not be for 
another year or a year and a half. 
Had Great Britain become involved 
in a war with Italy over Ethiopia, 
Japan would have pushed her conquest 
of China with all her power and in a 
far more drastic manner. Now she 
will. have to go easy. Britain stayed 
out of war with Italy precisely be- 
cause she feared a move on Japan’s 
part in the far east. Yet Japan can- 
not sit still. Her market must ex- 
pand. This is the sine qua non of 
her present economic structure. And 
her expansion takes a southerly direc- 
tion, because Siberia is largely unsét- 
led and virgin land. No market there, 
in other words, 


For some time, the Canton govern- 
ment has been urging the northern 
government to resist more firmly and 
not to hand over the one province aft- 
er the other to the Japanese aggres- 
sor. And now, suiting action to words, 
Canton has taken the bull by the horns 
and has declared war on Japan, hop- 
ing, of course, that the north will 
follow suit. The whole question is 
will the north? Will the north even 
allow the passage of southern Chinese 
armies to attack the Japanese? Will 
Marshall Tsang Kai-tschek change his 
attitude of compromise with Japan, 
something that has hitherto always 
ended in the cessation of a few prov- 
inces, and make a bold stand?

About Bible Classes. 


It is seldom worthwhile to criticize 
a speech that one has not heard. Re- 
ports in the papers often give an ex- 
aggerated weight to some one aspect 
of what has been said or to a remark 
which was, as it were, an aside, and 
so distort the speaker’s real meaning. 
But the report of the remarks made 
by the Bishop of Bradford on Bible 
classes seems sufficiently full and defi- 
nite to warrant criticism. It seems 
that Dr. Blunt made a strong attack 
on Bible classes, declaring that they 
not only did no good, but positive | 
harm. “The actual link of the Bible 
class with any devout practice of re- 
ligio~ ulmost ceased to exist.” If ne 
said that this sometimes occurred 1 
would agree with him. But if he 
suggested that such was always or/| 
even usually the case, I would have 
to differ very strongly. And, even 
‘f he said no more than that such was 
the case, I should feel inclined to re- 
mind him of the sound maxim that 
the abuse of a thing should not hinder 
its rightful use. 

I do not think the picture he drew 
of the class meeting in an institution, 
sitting round the billiard table and 
listening to addresses on British Is- 
rael, Christian Science, spiritualism 
and a tour in the Andes, can be taken 
as anything but a caricature. And, 
even if it is true to life, the bishop's 
objection that it induces in the minds 
of the hearers the idea that religion 
is a thing to argue about need not 
necessarily be a condemnation. For, 
as a matter of fact, religion is 2 
thing that is very much argued about. 
The bishop would agree that religion 
is primarily a thing to practice. But 
many men are held back from the 
practice of their religion by intellec- 
tual difficulties. Such subjects as 
British Israel, Christian Science, spir- 
itualism and similar matters are dis- 
cussed in workshops and offices.

What they have not noted is that the criticism is. against certain 
features of the New Deal and not against Roosevelt. It indicates there 
are very few, if any, delegates here who are in favor of everything that 
the New Deal has done. At the same time there are equally few, if any, 
who are not in favor of giving Mr. Roosevelt anything and everything 
he wants out of this convention. 


WORRIES Three big senators up front here are not exactly ‘esting 
easy about their own personal political situations back 
home. 

Nothing much is being said about it, but Senator Jim Byrnes is having 
his troubles in South Carolina. Some political insiders there doubt that 
he will be renominated, and even his friends concede the contest will 
be close. Almost as hard pressed is Senator Pat Harrison, of Mississippi. 
Permanent Chairman Robinson has faced difficulties in Arkansas, but 
White House politicos now claim to have word that everything is straight- 
ened out for his senatorial renomination. 

Unless the three men are renominated, their interest in the coming 
campaign will be largely academic. The loss of any of them would cause 
mourning in the White House. ,

Personality Is Key. 


At the same time, all developments | 


here centered around the personality 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt and put 
forth a challenge to Governor Alf M. 
Landon, of Kansas, the republican 
nominee, to test his mettle with that 
of the man in the White House. Mr. 
Landon and his ticket and its back- 
ground of collaboration with the old 
guard were assailed as the repetition 
of republican performances of past 
years. 

These democrats have decided to 
thrust Landon, despite the attempt to 
garland him with grdss roots, into the 
role that was Hoover’s and Hard- 
ings and Coolidge’s. By going the 
limit in reaffirming liberal objectives, 
the New Deal platform makers are 
confident that the issue this year will 
be sharp and clear. 

In making bold to dwell upon the 
supreme court’s invalidating of New 
Deal measures, the Kentucky senator 
probably forecast the main attitude 
the party will take, at the guidance 
of the White House, in dealing with 
the “horse and buggy” question.

In spite of the contempt 
of those who had stood motionless 
and dumb while the catastrophe was 
approaching, the organization has 
demonstrated its effectiveness for 
keeping deserving young men from 
becoming hoboes, and for giving them 
useful service in the construction of 
highways, the improvement of pub- 
lic parks, buildings and grounds, the 
reforestation of denuded areas and 
in other helpful spheres of labor. 
Now the value of the Emergency 
Conservation Corps is generally, al- 
most unanimously recognized, Former 
l’resident Hoover vainly boasts that 
he was its originator.

While many key industries had

Manifestly, 
the number on the federal emergency 
relief rolls could not be concentrated 
in the communities where public 
building and similar works could be 
located, so that it became necessary 
to plan for the employment of the 
majority of them in or near the com- 
munities where they lived. To ac- 
complish this, undertakings of a less 
permanent nature than those contem- 
plated by the Public Works Admin- 
istration program became indispens- 
able.

To balance 
the budget promptly would be to 
terminate at once all relief. Is this 
desirable? Do the American people 
wish to deny all assistance from the 
national government to workers who 
are out of employment and who 
cannot secure engagements from pri- 
vate industry? 


A comparison of the income tax, 
the excess profits tax, alcoholic 
liquor and other miscellaneous in- 
ternal revenue, exclusive of the 
agricultural adjustment tax, for the 
first six months of the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1932, with the same 
months of the year ending June 30, 
1935, shows an increase of almost 
100 per cent. : 

During the six months _ period 
July 1 to December 31, 1935, reve- 
nue collections were about equal to 
those for the full fiscal year_ of 
1932. During that year $1,557,- 
000,000 from the sources named 
were collected. During the fiscal 
year 1935, $2,730,000,000 came into 
the Treasury from the same sources.

precedent of Morehead vs. Tipaido 
would be of doubtful constitutional- 
ity. ' 
The weight of the argument in the 
opinion of lawyers and laymen, it is 
believed, sustains the minority, rath- 
er than the majority opinion. 


Certainly .when such judges as 
Chief Justice Hughes, Justices Stone, 
Brandeis and Cardoza declare a 
statute consistent with the funda- 
mental law, and criticize the views 
of the contrary of the judges con- 
stituting a majority as unsound and 
subversive, it cannot be disloyal or 
revolutionary for citizens who believe 
that the consequences inevitably will 
be to deprive women and children 
laborers of valid legal protection to 
express their opinion on the subject 
with firmness and emphasis. Kvery- 
one, including those sagacious poli- 
ticians who until recently sought 
partisan advantage by praising our 
highest judicial tribunal for upset- 
ting various features of the national 
recovery program, now seeks con- 
currence in a plan to overcome a de- 
cision which, they say, if permitted 
to stand, will prove oppressive. 


REPUBLICAN SOLONS 
VOTED FOR MEASURE 


The Cleveland platform denounces 
the democratic party for the policies 
and measures which have been adopt- 
ed during the Roosevelt administra- 
tion for the promotion of national 
recovery.

As an illustration, however, of 
the attempt to attract support by 
the announcement of principles which 
are generally accepted, and concern- 
ing which there can be no partisan di- 
vision, your attention is directed to 
the “bill of rights’ which pledges 
preservation, protection and defense 
against all intimidation and threats, 
freedom of religion, speech, press 
and radio. ‘There has been no im- 
pairment or threat to impair any of 
them by the Roosevelt administra- 
tion although the misrepresentation 
has been made that in some mys- 
terious way they have been disregard- 
ed and held in contempt. 

The principal danger to the lib- 
erties both of the individual and the 
masses exists in the power of monop- 
olies and trusts which under the last 
three . republican administrations 
thrived and prospered with respect 
to both production and distribution. 
Nothing of importance was done dur- 
ing any one of the three adminis- 
trations referred to, to check the ten- 
dency toward monopoly. On the 
contrary, unfair business practices 
for the suppression of competition 
were indulged by large combinations 
without the slightest interference or 
restraint.

The decision in the Guffey coal 
act case held that the federal govern- 
ment had no.power to prescribe max- 
imum hours and minimum wages for 
workers in coal mines, because, 
among other things, it constitutes 4 
transgression of the rights and func- 
tions of the states. In the New York 
maximum hours and minimum wages 
eas: recently handed down, the ma- 
jority held that the states cannot 
prescribe maximum hours and mini- 
mum wages on the theory that to do 
so violates the right of contract se- 
cured » our citizens by the federal 
constitution. 


Notwithstanding this situation, the 
republican party advocates legisla- 
tion by the states, and binds its can- 
didate not to seek an amendment to 
the federal constitution authoriz ag 
the congress or state legislatures to 
regulate maximum hours and mini- 
mum wages for laborers. 

Whatever may be the just basis 
for differences of opinion respecting 
other ceeisions, the bar of the United 
States overwhelmingly repudiates the 
denial. by the supreme court of the 
power to regulate maximum hours 
and minimum wages. By the decision 
the right of private contract is not 
fortified and strengthened. In a prac- 
tical .ense it is weakened and de- 
stroyed. 

What right of private contract is 
secured by the majority opinion to 
the woman who exhausts her phys- 
ical energies by toiling excessive 
heurs for starvation wages in un- 
sanitary sweatshops to support her- 
self and her dependent children? 
What power has she, unsupported 
by law, to protect her rights and to 
secure fair and adequate compensa- 
tion for her Iabor? How does this 
decision strengthen freedom or glori- 
fy justice? 

Oh blind and impartial justice, 
what blunders are committed in thy 
name! Liberty, art thou both deaf 
and dumb? Canst thou not behold the 
pallid faces, the ‘emaciated--forms, 
the sweating brows, the trembling 
hands of millions of women and chil- 
dren workers who by the decision are 
left at the mercy of those who have 
neither pity nor charity for the op- 
pressed and the poor?

Before taking up the two-thirds 
rule, the committee voted to retain 
the rules and order of business pre- 
vailing at previous conventions. 

An attempt by Senator Chavez, of 
New Mexico, to have seconding speech- 
es to nominations for president and 
vice president limited to three min- 
utes—instead of five—was voted 
down. 


Cox Threatens Discord. 


Representative Cox started the fire- 
works with a vigorous plea for “fair- 
ness to the south” and a threat of 
party discord if the rule were changed. 

He said the change would remove 
the center of control in the party and 
make it possible for a “blind and ruth- 
less majority to steam-roller the mi- 
nority.” 

“The south hasn’t elected a presi- 
dent for a long, long time,” Cox said. 
“And it doesn’t expect to elect a pres- 
ident, but it does insist on the right 
to be heard and to preserve its influ- 
ence in the party's councils.” 

Smith, of Washington, said the rule

Wagner Elected. 

If any doubt existed as to the New 
Deal’s domination of the platform 
committee, this was dispelled when it 
met. Senator Wagner, the administra- 
tion’s choice for chairman, was quick- 
ly and unanimously elected ae the 
motion of Senator Byrnes, of South 
Carolina, unswerving New Deal sup- 
porter. 

Later procedure called for the ap- 
pointment of a subcommittee to work 
out the phraseology of the platform, 
for it to report to the full committee 
and the latter to carry the completed 
plaform ‘to the convenion floor. 
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Gn this subject will mark the end 
of any tendency to apologize for work 
relief, the beginning of a campaign 
to show the people that the Liberty 
League demand for a straight dole 
policy is one of the worst acts of that 
none-too-noble group. 

There are two main evils to the 
dole system: Its effect on the unem- 
Ployed, and its effect on politicians 
and through them on public policy. 
The first evil is obvious, and is rec- 
ognized hy everyone. To be kept alive, 
mot because you are any use to society 
but because there is a prejudice 
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obviously have a deadly 
reapect. Yet I da not think 
in America have any idea how 
the effect is. 

There are districts in England where 
most of the laboring population has 
been on the dole since the early twen- 
ties. A whole generation of men over 
30 has never known what it means 
to hold a job. They cannot be said 
to have lost hope, for they have never 
had it to lose. ‘Their whole adult 
lives have been as undignified as the 
life of an animal in the zoo—the 
chief difference being that the taxpay- 
ers who support the animals at least 
enjoy looking at them. 

Dejected Sight. 

I have spent much time in these 
dejected areas of Great Britain. I 
do not think anyone who has had 
that experience could feel the dole 
is a better policy than state-made 
work, Even if the work is not strict- 
ly necessary. Even if hostile critics 


‘could call the work “boondoggling.” 
| By and large, the British worker is 
ia very fine man. 


But the British 
ex-worker, after some years on the 
dole, is as dejecting a sight as I have 
found on this not wholly admirable 
planet. 

The main argument against the 
dole, however, ia not its effect on 
politicians and on public policy. . The 
main argument egainst the dole is 
that a great industrial nation can 
afford it. Any nation, naturally, would 
prefer not to have to. afford the dole. 
But the awful fact that it ean afford 
it, which means that it can ignore 
the social and economic diséases that 
make a dole necessary. It is a fairly 
safe rule in politics that anything 
unpleasant which can be ignored will 
be ignored. Great Britain is a sad 


illustration of the working of this law. 

The present recovery in Britain— 
which leaves about 2,000,000 people 
unemployed—has been achieved in 
large part by isolating the “devastated 
areas,” by building new industries in 
new parts of England, by leaving the 
unemployed, whose spirits have been 
broken by the dole, to live forever in 
their desolate and abandoned towns. 

Not Pretty Policy. 

It is not a pretty policy. First, you 
adopt the dole rather than work relief 
because you find the dole is cheaper. 
Next, you discover after a number of 
years that the dole has ruined a large 
part of your unemployed population. 
You then decide that it is too expen- 
sive to try to rehabilitate these peo- 
ple. It is cheaper to move the indus- 
tries away from them and to go on 


with the dole, thus keeping your vic- 
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it ble out of sight. 

successive steps toward this 
hellish result are inevitable (they are 
in any case fatally easy), once ht 
start with a dole as your sole me 
of dealing with unemployment. There 
is never a point where society is forc- 
ed to face the main issue—which is 
what to do about the disease which 
causes unemployment, not just what 
to do about the symptom after the dis- 
ease is well under way. 

The beauty of work_relief is that, 
in the first place, it makes an honest 
effort to protect the self-respect of so- 
ciety’s victims, and, in the second 
place, it is too expensive to be accept- 
ed as a permanent institution. Its 
cost forces society to face the ques- 
tion, not of how to keep the unem- 
ployed alive, but of how to see to it 
that there are no unemployed aside 
from the natural misfits which every 
social order produces. 

New Dealers have been too easily 
intimidated, too easily driven on the 
defensive, by people who point out 
the extravagance of work relief. The 
dole is cautious and miserly and 
might very well become a permanent 
part of our American system. Work 
relief is extravagant and lavish. It is 
an honest effort to do the generous 
thing by the people our society 
has victimized. And it is much too 
onerous a burden to support forever. 
We cannot grow inured to the burden 
and forget about it; so the burden will 
actually drive us to do a little think- 
ing.

‘Almost everyone realizes that there 
can be no return to the gold standard 
under present conditions. ... 

“Governor Landon did not dare ad- 
vyocate an immediate return to the 
gold standard.” 

The republican platform pledge to 
balance the budget through the re- 
duction of expenditures was describ- 
ed as “intended to attract taxpay- 


“No one close to the leadership of 
the republican party,” Robinson con- 
tinued, “regards the proposition as 
practical in the immediate future.... 

“The democratic party contem- 
plates balancing the budget as 
promptly as this can be done with- 
out permitting citizens who can not 
secure private employment to expe 
rience suffering from hunger and cold. 

“This policy we believe to be justi- 
fied from both an economic and a 
humane standpoint.” 

Monopoly Pledge Scored. 

Regarding the republican anti-mo- 
nopoly pledge, the speaker accused 
the Harding, Coolidge and Hoover ad- 
ministrations of fostering the organ- 
izations “of trusts and combinations 
tending to drive all forms of busi- 
ness and industry under the domina- 
tion of monopoly.” : 

“The democratic administration,” 
he said, “seems to protect small busi- 
neses against these great combina- 
tions which crush them and _ drive 
them out of existence.” 

Contending republicans attempted 
to “attract support oy the announce- 
ment of principles already. generally 
accepted and concerning which there 
can be no partisan division,” Robin- 
son called attention to a plank pledg- 
ing freedom of religion, speech, press 
and radio” 

“There has been no impairment or 
threat to impair any of them by the 
Roosevelt administration,” he _ said, 
“although the misrepresentation has 
been made that in some mysterious 
way they have been disregarded and 
held in contempt. 

Hoover’s “Refracted Vision.” — 

Criticizing Herbert Hoover, Robin- 
son said that “all he could do, ap- 
parently, was to boast a refracted 
vision which he claimed enabled him 
to see prosperity around corners.” 

Praising the government’s national 
defense program, the speaker said: 

“Just now, when international an- 
tagonists are being stimulated, when

The same weather caused some 
worry among officials as to whether 
the skies would be clear for the elabo- 
rate outdoor notification ceremonies 
planned for Saturday night, but the 
forecaster indicated a clearing between 
now and then. 

With even the convention first-tim- 
ers now experienced enough to know 
that the formal calling of a session 
for 7 p. m., Atlanta daylight time,

Upper Seats Filled. 

Half an hour after the starting 
time had come and gone unnoticed 
from the platform, the doors to the 
upper gallery were thrown open and 
the crowd poured in to fill the seat 
tiers reaching to the roof.

One Session Friday. 

One announcement from the chair 
was that only one session would be 
held Friday and one Saturday.

70 CEASE “PLOTTING 


15 Companies Accused of 
Tin Can Conspiracy by 
Federal Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—(UP) 
The Federal Trade Commission to- 
night “cracked down” on 15 steel com- 
panies manufacturing most of the 
country’s tin plate output by order- 
ing them to cease and desist operating 
an alleged conspiracy to restrict trade. 

The order specifically demanded that 
the producers stop “entering into 
agreements not to sell or quote prices 
on “stock plate” to jobbers and man- 
ufacturers of tin cans and: other con- 
tainers. 

The commission found that “these 
companies made Sich agreements re- 
sulting im suppression of competition 
and a tendency toward monopoly in 
the interstate sale of tin plate.” 

It charged the agreement “Tends to 
create a monopoly in the manufacture 
of tin containers in the American 
Can Company and the Continental 
Can Company by depriving their com- 
petitors, small manufacturers of tin 
containers, of their normal source of 
supply of tin plate.”

Just as the honest redouble is «4 
powerful. weapon in the hands of a 
closely co-operating partnership, so 
the bluff redouble, designed to dis- 
suade the opponents from bidding 
game, may be equally effective. Like 
all psychological bids, its success de- 
pends on. two distinct factors; the 
caliber of one or both opponents, and 
an adverse lay ot cards that will 
make it difficult to “nail the lie.”

The crucial and difficult decision on 
this hand had to be made by West 
after his partners one spade re- 
sponse and South's pass.

In that 
event East would need virtually noth- 
ing but the K J of spades to give him 
a play for a four spade contract. The 
diamond suit probably would take care 
of club losers in East’s hand. : 

Thus, had North pone instead of 
redoubling, West probably would have 
bid three spades instead of two. And, 
with such a strong raise, East cer- 
tainly would have gone to four, hold- 
ing, as he did, better than a forced 
response, 

After the redouble, however, West 
would have been optimistic to depend 
on the two vital cards mentioned 
(the club ace and the diamond king) 
lying in the Souta hand, in finessable 
position. His two spade bid was 
as much of an urge as he’ dared give 
under the circumstances. But it was 
not enough for East with his bad 
distribution and sketchy honor holding 
and despite the fact that he had rea- 
son to be suspicious of a _ redouble 
that was not followed up with subse- 
quent action, his pass cannot be critt- 
cized. 

Obviously there was. no way for 
North and South to take more than 
three tricks against a spade contract.

The newspaper Which you are now 
reading was not printed from type 
but from a cylinder of lead metal 
which was all melted in a large fur- 
nace a few hours earlier. The process 
is this: The lintoype operators set up 
the print for the paper in type. Then 
a papiermache “mat” was p 
against this type under great pressure 
until a perfect imprint of the type 
was made in it. Next, this mat is put 
into a large cylinder where melted lead 
is poured over it. The lead enters the 
impressions on the surface of the mat, 
and when hardened, is a perfect repro- 
duction of the original type which was 
used to make the impression on the 
mat. These lead cylinders are then 
ured to print the newspaper.

~ HUMAN RIDDLES 
That Have Vexed the World 


By VINCENT TOWNE. 


BENJAMIN BATHURST, THE 

VANISHING AMBASSADOR. 

Benjamin Bathurst, born in London 
in 1784, was the son of Lord B 
Bathurst, of Norwich, and a descend- 
ant of that famous Sis Benjamin| a 
Bathurst, who was governor of the 
East India Company and treasurer to 
Princess Anne, of nmark. 

At an early age Benjamin Bath- 
urst entered the diplomatic service 
and gained promotion to the post of 
come ne of legation at Leghorn. In 

he married Phillida, daughter 
7 ai Sir John Call, Bart. Early in 1809 
he was sent on a secret embassy to 
the court of Emperor Francis, of Aus- 
tria, whose empire was then upon 
the verge of a very delicate crisis 
forced upon it by the ambitions of 
Napoleon. England at the time was 
urging Austria to declare war against 
the French emperor, but the cab- 
inet at Vienna was as yet undecided 
whether to enter again into the 
erils which it had endured in the 

Yapoleonic Wars. 

Affairs were at this tension when 
Benjamin Bathurst hurried to 
Vienna as ambassador  extraordi- 
nary of the British king. Encour- 
aged by the message brought by hte 
young ambassador, Austria sent its 
troops across the frontier and Na- 
poleon was known to be greatly 
exasperated. Bathurst, while re- 
maining in Vienna, let it be known 
that he feared Napoleon’s wrath. 

Returning to London. 

While he still waited at the Aus 
trian capital, there occurred on 
July 6 the famous battle of Wag- 
ram, culminating in the armistice 
which in October led to terms of 
peace highly favorable to Bonaparte. 
His mission now at an end, Bathurst 
started back to London. Hesitating 
which road to take, he selected that 
through Trieste, Malta and Berlin. 
When he started out he had with 
him his private secretary and valet, 
and the better to outwit French 
spies, masqueraded as “Herr Koch, 
traveling merchant.” He carried 
with him pistols, both — his per 
son and in the back of carria 

About noon, November 25, 1809, 
the returning ambassador arrived at 
Perlberg, about 13 miles beyond Ber- 
lin on the road to Hamburg, and 
here he alighted at the White Swann 
inn for refreshment. A woman who 
saw him eating at the inn noticed 
that he shivered as though stricken 
with a chill and that his hand trem- 
bled while he raised his cup of tea 
to his lips. He wore a pair of gray 
trousers, a gray-frogged short coat 
and a handsome sable greatcoat lined 
with violet velvet. His cap was also 
of sable fur and in his scarf was a 
valuable diamond pin. 

Finishing his meal he crossed to 
the market place, told the command- 
ant of the town that he was a trav- 
eler on his way to Hamburg and re- 
quested that he might be given a 
guard in the inn while he remained 
there. 

Laughing at his fears, the com- 
mandant allowed him two _ soldiers 
and noted that he was greatly agi- 
tated with fear. Returning to the 
Swan, Bathurst countermanded pre- 
vious orders given for fresh horses, 
explaining that he would not pro- 
ceed on his journey until after 
nightfall, as it would be safer to 
travel while hidden by darkness. 

Vanished Into the Night. 

So at 7 
guard and ordered his horses to be 
ready at 9. After the carria e had 
driven up, he _ stood wate ‘ing A 
servant place his portmanteau in the 
vehicle. Then he stepped around to 
the heads of the horses—dissolved 
into the night. 

When Bathurst thus vanished, the 
hostler and postilion were adjust- 
ing the harness by the dim light of 
a horn lantern and the ambassa- 
dor’s cag ss was standing in the 
doorway of the inn paying the ac-

count to the landlord. After the 
landlord and _ secretary had ad- 
vanced to the carriage and while} ,, 
the valet stood at the door of the 
vehicle, it was discovered that See 

mbassador was missing. Shivering 
with the cold, they waited and sent 
back to the room which- Bathurst 
had occupied. “Then they called, 
but there was no answer. Without 
a word of warning, a cry of alarm|} 
or a sound of s e, the diplo- 
mat had entered the black realm of 
mystery. 

After the alarm had been given, 
— coured the entire country 
round. e river was dragged and. 
every nook and cranny searched. 
Three weeks after the strange dis- 
appearance two peasant women 
seeking firewood found in the woods 
near the inn a pair of gray, mud- 
soiled trousers turned inside out. 
They contained two bullet holes, but 
showed no traces of blood. 

uspected Foul Play. 

In one of the pockets was a half: 
finished letter afterward identified 
as from Bathurst to his wife and 
stating that he was afraid that he 
would never reach England—that 
his ruin would be wrought by Count 
d’Entraigues, a famous French spy. 
This letter also requested Mrs. 
Bathurst not to remarry in the 
event of her husband’s failure to 
return. Heavy rewards for the dis- 
covery of the ambassador’s body 
were offered by the Bathurst family, 
the English government and Prince 
Frederick, of Prussia, but they 
availed nothing. 

Various theories as to Bathurst’s 
disappearance were put forward. 
One was that he had been lost at 
sea; another that he had been mur- 
dered by his valet. Count d’En- 
traigues, fear for whom Bathurst 
had expressed in the unfinished let- 
ter, was with his wife, afterward 
cruelly murdered by an Italian serv- 
ant. Before his death the count 
was heard to say that Bathurst was 
murdered in the fortress of Magde- 
burg. A German newspaper stated 
that the envoy had committed sui- 
cide during a fit of insanity and a 
Hamburg paper late in January 
deepened the mystery by announc- 
ing that he was “well in mind and 
body,” that his friends had “re- 
ceived a. letter from him dated De- 
cember 13, which, therefore, must 
have been written after the date of 
his supposed death.” 

- Coat Found in Cellar. 

As this statement was untrue, 
there was a suspicion that it had 
been inserted for a purpose. Bath- 
urst’s fur coat was afterward found 
in the cellar of a peasant behind 
some firewood and the peasants 
wife declared that she had found it 
at the inn and brought it home. 

The commandant of Perlberg al- 
ways maintained that the ambassa- 
dor had not fallen victim to French 
spies, but that, if murdered at all, 
he had been slain for his money. 

In 1852 a house once occupied by 
one Mertens—who was a serving 
man at the White Swan at the time 
of Bathurst’s disappearance 43 years 
before—was torn down and a hu- 
man skeleton was discovered under 
the threshold of the stable. It lay 
stretched out, face upward and in 
the back of the skull was a frac- 
ture indicating a heavy blow. But 
investigation showed Mertens’ to 
ave been a respected citizen. In- 
asmuch as a favorable peace with 
Austria had been concluded, italy 
leon could not have been vita 
interested in any. papers which the 
ambassador was likely to carry 
upon his person during his return: 
from Vienna.

Drouth Ravages Increasing Daily 
From Rockies East to Alleghanies 


CHICAGO, June 24.—(7)—A June 
drouth which burned into middle west 
crop prospects with an intensity ap- 


proaching that of 1934 added addi-| 


tional losses to its mounting millions 
of dollars today. 

From the eastern slopes of the 
Rockies to the foothills of the Alle- 
ghanies the moisture deficiency con- 
tinued. High temperatures and drying 
winds in parts of the Dakotas added 
their damage and Governor Elmer 
Holt, of Montana. reported conditions 
were “growing worse hourly” in south- 
eastern Montana. 

While private crop statisticians pre- 
pared upward revisions of recent esti- 
mates that more than 50,000,000 bush- 
els of spring wheat in the northwest- 
ern states had deen burned away, the 
weather bureau offered little encour- 
agement of a change for the better. 

“Slight probability” of scattered 
showers in the extreme northern part 
of the north central states was the 
only exception it noted to forecast of 
continued “fair.’ 

Private reports to grain circles here 
estimated 75 per cent of North Da- 


kota’s wheat acreage had little chance. 

-“Conditions are the worst I ever 
encountered,” said. M. A. Kennedy, 
South Dakota PWA and relief ad- 
ministrator, after a trip through the 
sun-blistered crop area. 

Meanwhile, genergjly higher temper- 
atures oo in the middle west 
and C. A. Conneli government observ- 
er at Chicago, announced that June’s 
first 24 days were the driest in 14 
years. 

Comodity markets continued to re- 
flect the seriousness of the situation 
confronting planters. 

Butter quotations mounted $120 a 
carload to a new seasonal high a 
a six-year June top of 31 3-4 cents 
a pound, compared to 31 1-4 yester- 


da 

Flour sales expanded hugely. Trade 
reports said sales by spring wheat 
mills were 123 per cent of capacity 
as against 68 per-cent a week ago 
and 32 per cent a year ago. In the 
hard winter mills of the southwest, 
sales were 98 per cent of capacit 
compared with per cent last wee 
and the same 4 year ago.

PARIS, June 24.—{#)—Striking 
Freneh sailors in the harbor of Mar- 
seille, who advertised their stand by 
floating red flags from the halyards, 
tonight won their demands. 

The government announced ship 
owners accepted the seamen’s demands 
and. the latter would return to work 
tomorrow night. 

Refusing to vacate the ships when 
they struck Monday, the tars demand- 
ed a 40-hour week, vacations with pay 
—and bed sheets on bunks. Nearly 50 
French boats were scenes of strikes 
and foreign vessels were unable to 
leave the harbor when tugboat crews 
joined the walkout. 

Ambassadors of several foreign na- 
tions had asked authorities to com- 
mandeer tugs to enable visiting ships 
to get out to sea.
